MacNider a p| »earing lie fore the re­ 
publican members of the senate fi­ 
nance committee asserted the opposi 
tion to the bill is now coming from 
a 
small 
minority, consisting what 
may lie termed the “ big business and 
financial interests.’ 
“ They have used every force of 
argument to prevent congress from 
passing the 
bill,’ ’ the commander 
said. 
“ The ('handier o f Commerce 
o f the Cnited States, a leader of the 


opposing forces, conducted a refer­ 
endum upon the question. 
That ref­ 
erendum was not taken fairly. 
I 
will 
insert an analysis which will 
show' as a matter of fact that the 
business interests of the country are 
in favor of hacking this bill instead 
of lieing against it, as the chamber 
of commerce referendum purports to 
show.” 
MacNider then read the names of 
about one hundred and twenty-five 
local eliandier of commerces which 
had endorsed the bonus.

No person holding an elective or 
appointive 
office 
in the township,

eligible to serve as a member of the 
election board in the primary.

may an inspector or a judge 
have anything waged on the outcome 
of the election. 


In regard to the pay, which elec­ 
tion board officials shall receive, 
a 
communication 
from 
Jesse Eseh- 
bach, chief examiner of the State 
Board of Accounts, states: 


“ Each inspector, clerk and sheriff 
is entitled to $3 for each day’s ser­ 
vice while attending to such election 
and performing the duties of his of­ 
fice. 


“ The per diem fixed is for a cal­ 
endar day/ from midnight to mid­ 
night. Each of said officials should 
receive $3 for their sendees from 6 
a. m. to 12 o’clock on M ay 2. Each 
should receive an additional $3 for 
services 
performed 
after midnight 
of election day.

“ The inspector should he paid one 
day’s wages for going to the clerk’s 
office to receive ballots and election 
supplies, provided he performs such 
services prior to May 2. He will he 
entitled to $3, as stated, for services 
after midnight of said election day, 
which 
services will include making 
return of votes cast.”

TO THREE TERMS 


Three Separate Fines Totaling $7,- 


000 Also Imposed on Former 
Marion County Clerk Today 


TWO ARE FOR 2 TO 14 YEARS 


Will'Serve Prison Sentences Con- 


currently, Making Minimum 
in Penitentiary Two Years

ard V. Sipe, confessed embezzler of 
public funds while 
he served

Marion county clerk, was sentenced 
on three charges and fined a total 
of $7,000 by Judge James A. Collins 
in criminal court here today. 


Three 
separate sentences 
and 


three separate 
lines were imposed, 


but Sipe will strve them concurrent- 
ly. 


He was sentenced on the following 


counts of a. grand jury indictment 
when he pleaded guilty: 


Two to fourteen years and $1,000 


on :i charge 
of 
conspiring 
with 


Mary Gunler Bell, his former cash- 
ier to embezzle. 


Two to fourteen years and $5,000 


on a conspiracy charge which named 
Will H. Lntta and Edwin A. Hunt. 


One to five years and .$1,000 on 


• a charge of embezzlement. 


The sentences were near the limit 


fixed by the law. 


Sipc pleaded guilty to the 
three 


charges Saturday, April 15, a little 
more than an hour after the grand 
jury had reported the charges. He 
was turned over to the custody of 
George Snider, county sheriff today 
and to be taken to prison this af- 
ternoon.
